At Tioutsiii, ou tbo 7th of January, 
k n temblo ciiliirinly occunod. A lire 
broke out ut 10 o'clock iu the morniug, 
ftt one of the relief yards established 
outside the city wall for the benefit of 
tho famine refugees. A strong north- 
east wind was blowing at tho timo, and 
scarcely an hour passed before the 
sheds wore buruod, and between 2,800 
and 3,000 women and children were 
suffocated or burned to death. As cor- 
rect an estimate as I can gat gives tho 
number of inmates at 3,000, of whom 
a little over 100 escaped. Tho location 
of the soup kitchen was unfortunate. 
Qa tho east side was tho city ditch ; 
^nd a part of the south and west sides 
•was an ice pit, wiiile houses lined the 
semaining sides. In addition it was 
surrounded by n strong fence of 
kauliang stalks plastered with mud, 
in which there was only one gate, and 
it was said ou the bursting forth of the 
flames the gate keeper looked the gate 
and ran away. Many of the Chinese 
showed much courage iu trying to 

"render aaistance, as testified by an eye 
witness, who, passing just at the time, 
hastened to do what he could in tear 
ing down the fence and rendering other 
ei»rviccs, He speaks of tho scene at that 
time as terrible beyond description. 
The scene presented after the fire had 
done its work was ghastly and horrible, 
and the picture of it rises before my 
mind as one that can never be effaced. 
Tho contortions of tho features, tho 
poiitions of tho bodies, hands, limbs, 
mouth and eyes the same as when the 
flames and smoke overtook them, 
^^inded one of the descriptions of 
Pompeii. Had the gate been left open 
probably many more might have made 
their escape, but so rapidly did the 
flames spread through the mat sheds, 

:»and in the straw and mats spread on 
the ground as a protection against 
dampness, that before au opening 
could be made iu the fence few oven 
wore left to linger on in suffering. How 
tho firo originated no one seems to 
know— a spark possible, from the range 
where at the time the food was cooking. 

^ Great Distress in South Wales. 

The distress in South Wales is 
''frightfully severe. There is a collapse 
of the coal trade, which has fallen of! 

■ at Cardiff alono by 100,000 tons a 
• month, and tho resulting poverty is 

de'*]orable. both as a fact and as evi- 
dence of the improvidence of the popu- 
lation. In some places people i^re feed- 
ing on potato-poolings, raw cabbago- 
tleavflB and brewers' grains. 
" At Merthyr thoro are hundreds, 
reports tho Times, "in a "state of semi- 
starvation," turning over the refuse of 
the streets for food. Qf five coUierios 
Jh Monmouth and Glamorganshire, 
only twenty are working full time. 
Lord Aberdare distributes soup in 
hundreds of quarts a day.but a national 
ttubscriptiou would appear to bp re- 
Suirod. It is most disheartering to find. 
Hqw b|ow the progress toward thrift ip 
in the trades which require strong rneu. 
A. little' economy during the five pros- 
perous years would enable all ooHiera 
to tide over tho two unprosperous years 
without difficulty, but at present the 
only hopo is the poor-law. Those few 
who save have to give up their savings 
to those who have spent. — Londoy

mentin the English seaport . town of 
Whitby, at daybreak a short time since. 
Out in tho offing a ship was observed 
on' fire; tho news spread fast, the piers 
; were speedily crowded, and the life-

■ pulling cheerily and w^th a w;U to tho 
fescue of the 'distressed. Thoy had a 
long way to go, and tho people on 
shore watched their progress anxiously, 
but when the boat ueared tho veeaol 
(he was observed to put round and 
Bteer for the shore. When the mon 
landed they explained that the vessel 
^^asnoton fire at all; and that the 
whole affair was a deception caused by 
the sun, whose rays, reflecting^on the 
side light illuminated a considerable 
Tjortion of tho vessel, so miich so as to 
^raij^er the appearance of being all 
fjbla?fl» ^

A Uarvellons Disoovery. 

Onoofthe moet wonderful inventions 
of thia inventivo ago is a simplo pieoo of 
machinery applied and perfeotod by Pro- 
fessor Thomas A. Ediion and termed a 
speaking phonograph. Tho machine con- 
sists of a cylinder wrapped in tinfoil, and 
a gutta percha mootbpieee eoQtainiDg a 
linoly sensitive disk. The professor being 
recently interviowod, thus described liis 
invention. Having picked up tho gutta 
porchd DiouthpiecQ La said "this mouth- 
piece is simply an iirtiticial diaphragm. 
Turn it over," suiting the action to tho 
word, "and joa nee this thin disk of metal 
at the bottom. Whenever you speak in 
the mouthpiece tho vibration of your voice 
jars this disk, which, as j-ou see, has iu 
its centre a fino steel point. Now for tho 
other part of tho maohine. Hero ia a 
brass cylinder grooved somothiug like the 
spiral part of a sorew, only much finer. 
I wrap a ahset of tinfoil around the 
cylinder, and «hove the mouthpiece up to 
it BO that the tiny steal point louohas tho 
tinfoil above one of tho grooTCS. I then 
turn tho cylinder with a crank, and talk 
into tho moutlipieco. Tlio vibrations 
arouBO tho disk, and tlio Hteol point pricks 
the tinfoil, leaving perforutioua. Tlioy 
aro really atoreoscopio views of tho vuico, 
recording all that is said, with timo aud 
intonations. Now lot us reset the cylin- 
der, so that tbo steol point may run over 
the holes or alphabot raado when wo talked 
in the mouthpiece.. The thin metal disk 
riaoa and, as tho steol point tripa from 
perforation to perforation, oponing tho 
valves of the diaphragm, tho words, in- 
tonation, and aocent are roproduced exact- 
ly tb« same as spoken." The professor 
having given this brief description of tho 
maohine then proceeded to mako it talk, 
repeat rooitations, mimic whistliug and, 
in fact, give oiaot roprosontationa of every 
sound coming within tbo sonsitivoness of 
the disk. Tho invention is regarded by 
scientific men as one of great importance 
as its capabilities are of such varied and 
wonderful extent. "Wholo dramas and 
operas," Mr. Edison stated, "can bo pro- 
duced in private parlors. Say I biro a 
good elocutionist to read any work. His 
words aro taken down, and thousands of 
matricos produced. A man lies in bod, 
while the noTOl is read to him by tho iu- 
Btirumeht with the finest grade of fooling 
and accent. Ho can make it read slow 
or fast, can stop it when he pleases, and 
go back and begin again at any chapter 
he may chooso. I could fix a machine in 
a wall, and by rosonations any conversa- 
tion in a room could be recorded. Politi- 
cal secrets and the machinations of Wall 
Btreot pools migh.t be brought to ligbt.and 
the account oliargod., tpJJ^e deyil.'i Kind 
parents could lie in btA and hoar .all th^ 
spooney nonrtnUip of their daugbiers anO 
lovors. A man who loved tho muaio of 
tho banjo or the fiddlo co\ild buy his 
matrix and listen to Horace Weston or 
Mollonhuuor -whenover ho liked. 'He 
oould have the whole of Theodore Tho- 
mas' orchestra if ho wanted it. "To a 
certain degree," sjud Mr. Edison, "tho 
speaking pUonograiih would do away with 
phonography. A man could dictate to his 
machine whenever ho pleaeod, turn tho 
maohine over to an amanusnsis, and let 
him write it out. A lawyer through the 
maohine might mako'anarguinent before 
a court even if ho' had been in his grave a 
year. An editor or reporter might dictate 
a column at midnight and send the ma- 
chine up to tho compositor, who would 
set the typo at tho dictation of tho ma- 
chine without a scrap of manuscript. I 
tell you there is no limit to tho possibil- 
ities of tho instrument." The profosBor 
discoverod tho principle of the machine 
by speaking in the monthpioco of a tele- 
phone, when tho vibrations of his voice 
sent the fine steol point of tho disk into 
his finger. Ho thought if ho could record 
the action of the steel point and send it 
over the same snrfaco aftorwt.rds, there 
was no reason why the thing wouldn't 
talk. Ho tried tho thing on a strip of 
telegraph paper first and found the point 
would make au alphabet, Then ho shout- 
ed "Halloo! halloo!" into tho mouth- 
piece, ran tho paper back over tho mouth- 
pieoo and ^;eard a faint "Halloo! halloo!" 
in return. This led him to persist^ in per- 
fecting a maohine which he has now 
aooompliahed w ith ext raordinary suoce s, 

Affairs in Queensland. 

"The state of Queensland is describ- 
ed as frightful, and unless, writes a 
correspondent, we get rain there vrill 
be fV hi worse famine than the Indian 
in Queensland. In the country districts 
they havQ to carry Vfater ten or fifteen 
ruiles, all tho grass is burnt up, and 
riding out about twenty miles last 
week there wore cattle dead from starv- 
ation all along the route. The hide is the 
only part of the cattle worth anything, 
and now thej' are reduced in price to 
next to nothing, from 3id per lb to a 
Id; and pooijle don't feel inclined to 
buy at that. Then the kangaroos and 
wallaby are so numerous that if the^e 
is any green feed tll.ey devour it all 
beiore theru, and the cattle have no 
chance left. Some, in fact nearly all, 
the farmers have lost hundreds of 
cattle,, while, a Iftrg^. portion have not 
a Uo^^!^' liifai^lo^ and are 

thus lief t aestiiqte, vyfith' no ' mon ey to 
paj' their rents, and nothing to depend 
upon except a dried up crop. Yet they 
keep deluging the place with emi- 
grants. Only the opening up of gov- 
ernment railw^.ys s^nd other works will 
prevent the'greateat disaster. It is the 
general talk of the whole colony, and 
nothing else is thought of hiit lain, 
rain, rain. It has been prayed for for 
months, but only slight thunder 
showers have yet coma to relieve us. 
Not oply are the farmers affected by 
this drought, but it throws a shadow 
ovey al^ ^^e. bi^8in£\ai^ )0f- the , colony, as 
stp.rjekeeBf c^ojWjj^^jyijp^^ ]^hei5("aO'' 
cbus^s, ji.R,d, iin jfao{,i^(9ij9ii8 iio pToney 
flyingifttout." v:rA'i'JT-i'^ • ;

THE CROWN LAITDS ATOABIBOO- 
A GREAT BANGER AVERTED. 

Mr. Walkoiu, wlio was tlio &Btbor of 
the Laud Act, 1875, is disgnstad -witli his 
own handiwork. The Aot placaa it in tha 
power of the Govornmsnt to give exten- 
Bive land granta and timber rights to any 
person who may apply for thorn. The 
passage of the Aot just prior tc tho gen- 
eral election of 1875 -wore a BUBpioious 
look; but fortunately tho land or the tim- 
ber thereon was not Bupposed to possess 
any value until the policy of the present 
Government assisted in the development 
of tho Cariboo quartz ledges; conse- 
quently, thoro were no applications dur- 
ing Mr. Walkem'a term. Recently, how- 
ever, applications for land in Cariboo 
have poured into the Land Office in evor- 
•widening volume. The Government saw 
tho danger the moment thoir attention 
was called toil. A ' 'corner" in timber land 
•was sought. A gigantic monopoly, which 
intended to compel the quartz companies 
to pay three prices for tho wosd thoy 
might require in the prosecution of their 
industry, was designed. The Govern- 
ment came at once to the rescue. The 
Chief Commissioner reserved the lands 
and prevented tlio consummation of a 
plot which would have paralyzed the 
efforts of quartz oompaniea and caused 
Capital to seek other and more congenial 
countries for investment. It is instruc- 
tive to find that the fliat man to ooniplain 
of the powers conferred by the Act is Mr. 
Wulkem himsolf! There is said to bo 
more joy in Heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth than over a great many just 
men. Mr. Walkem has repented of his 
wickedness, confessed bis fault, and ask- 
ed to be taken into the fold of useful mem- 
bers of Society. Should the door be shut 
in his face? Clearly not; still it is our 
duty to point out that his resolution, if 
passed in its original form, yronld have 
been as mischievous in its effects as his 
Lund Aot, becauso farmers from Lake 
Lft Haoha upwards would have 
heen prevented from acquiring agri- 
cultural lands; heoaaso minors would 
have been prevented from purchasing 
mineral lands under the Minerals Act; 
and bocauBO town lots in the new und 
promising metropolis of "Carnarvon" «r 
in any other town of Cariboo could not 
have been sold. All this would have 
been very hard, of course; but it would 
have been quite in keeping with the drift 
and scope of many of the leader of the 
Opposition's eccentricities. Tho resolu- 
tion as amended by Mr. Beaven amounts 
to nothing more than uu endoisment of 
that which the Government had already 
done. In fact, it is a vote of confidence 
in the Government, and must be accepted 
as Buch; but -without Mr. Vernon's rider 
it would have as effaotually barred the 
acquirement of agricultural lands as Mr. 
Walkem's. Mr. HuJaphreys' amend- 
ment' was too nonsensical to be en- 
tertained, and his own side helpsd to 
throw it beneath tho table. 
ieoi'"Vtt^°X?^8pond»Qco on the sub- 
reveals the exttaoldihalj'" i^P'IflS.. 
Cariboo miners have confidence in the 
Government and none nt all in their senior 
and middle members. Thoy corraapond- 
ed directly with tho Government on the 
lands grievance and the grievance was 
redressed before Messrs. Walkem and 
Evans knew that it bad had an existence. 
Both gentlemen aokaowledged that they 
knew nothing of the applibations to ac- 
quire the lands, or ot tho oppositiou to 
the applications, or of the decided and 
praiseworthy action of the Government 
in refusing.to alienate the lands in the 
manner proposed. The Government act- 
ed in a woy that showed they not only 
recognized the im^ieadisg eril, but that 
they did not shrink from tiding such 
stops as would overt it. Therefore they 
deserve nil the crodit that the amended 
resolution conveys. 

RUSSIA CONCEDES! 

Russia has given way. She bus receded 
from the poaiiicu that the Agence Russe 
teu days ago said she would never aban- 
don and has consented to lay the whole of 
the treaty with Turkey before the Con- 
gress at Berlin, which will meet some 
time in April, Bussia beats Turkey with 
the sword; but Groat Britain beats Russia 
with dipioinaoy. The concession is a 
great one. It is uct alone humbling to 
HusBia's pride; but it places tho entire 
compact with Turkey in the hauda of the 
Congress, to reduce to tatters should thoy 
think proper, and substitute a new one. 
Eussia has relied on the support of Ger- 
many at tho Coi;gres3; but unless appear- 
ances are deceptive she might as well 
cease lo Jean longer on tbat empire. Tho 
results of the recent war would appear to 
be barren indeed for Bussia, except she 
contrives to induce the Congress to eon 
firm her in the posBea.'ion of Bessarabia, 
Batoum, Iu.ra und Bayazid The news 
of yoaterdny is more hopeful than any 
that has reiiuhed hero for many days; but 
tho danger is not yet over. Pending tho 
meeting of the Congress the preparations 
of Great Britain contiDue with a complete- 
ness and rapidity that must Burpnse those 
who bavo hoBn foud of asstjrtiog that John 
Bull ia a "played ont insiitootion." We 
feel satisfied that the boHt, informed minds 
in London are of opinion that, war is in- 
evitable.

London, March 18. — 4 p. m. Consols

Ouie.\ao, March 18.— The "Times" 
says the news of tho ratification of the 
treaty received hero last night has not 
had tho offact to relievo tho general 
apprehension. A prominent conserva- 
tivo and member of the government 
said, on bearing of ratification, "I 
nevertheless believe war inevitable." 

London, March 18.— Tho "Morning 
Post" congratulates the country on the 
unanimity of the ministry in tho present 
critical position. 

CuiCAao,Mi»rch 1. — The "Tribune's" 
London dispatch says, that although 
tho Russo-Turkish treaty has been 
ratified by both powers the situation of 
affuira is regarded as very dangerous 
to the peaco of Europe, and while 
ostensibly there is no desire for war 
by any power there are indications 
that the general drift ia warlike rather 
than peaceful. 

London, March 17. — A telegram from 
Constaulinopla says strong detach- 
ments patrol the streets day and night 
on account of the great excitement 
which prevails over the posting of 
seditious placards. The garrison of 
Slmmla and Varna, numbering 5,800 
men, besides 16,000 Egyptian troops, 
are oxpocted here. 

Vienna, March 17. — It is said serious 
negotiation H iiro proceeding between 
Sir Henry Elliot and Count Andrassy 
for an alliauco. If the negotiations 
succeed Count Andraasy's position will 
bo strongtbeued; if thoy fail a minia- 
terial crisis will ensue and Count 
Andrassy may possibly resign. 

St. Vz'SEBSavm, March 16.— Ratifi 
cations of the treaty of peace were ex- 
changed to-day. The conditions will 
be published as soon as they are com 
municated to the powers. 
rvuEou* "k^P""® Russe" denies that 
sGuted in Congress, and adds that as 
the groat powers alone can constitute 
the congress representatives of secoji 
dary and other interested states will 
be admitted as delegates in reference 
to questions wherein their states are 
concerned. 

Steps are being taken for the pro- 
gressive return of tho Russian army 
from Turkey. Tho guard will start 
first and will bait some tiiae at Kieff. 

Athens, March 17.-12,000 Turks 
lauded at Vato and it is expected will 
attack Mount Pelira. it is anticipated 
that if the Turks overwhelm the in- 
surgents it ^7ill be difficult to restrain 
the Greek army from re-entering Thaa- 
saly. 

CoNSTANTiKOPLE.Maroh IG.— Russian 
troops crossed the river between Mah- 
jorica and Stefano and occupy the 
villages near Makavuo. The Porte by 
the advice of Mukhtar Paaha has not 
yet assented to the Russian occupation 
of Bujokdere. 

BIunfc.Britiah Consul at Adrianoplo, 
has arrived hero, the Russians having 
rofuscd to recognize a consular body 
at Adrianoplo or Phillipopolis, 

London, March 18.— England has 
obtained permission from the porto to 
disembark some troops on the island 
Onetenedos and send four moreiron- 
clada to the Sea of Marmora. Moron, 
dragoman of the Russian legation, has 
protested against those concessions. 

Constantinople, March 17. — Raouf 
Paaha has a letter from the Sultan 
begging the Czar to permit modifica- 
tion of the boundary of Bulgaria, 
especially on the south. 

London, March 18.— Telegram from 
Vienna stales Count Andrassy being 
asked in budget committee of the 
Austrian delegation whether he meant 
to assent to the fortnution of a new 
Sclav territory, said tho problem was 
not to out-do the results of the war 
but to harmonize them with the rights 
and interests of Europe and Austria. 



many points open. It reserves the ques- 
tion of tho Straits for tho Congress and 
leaves the southern boundary of Bulgaria 
to bo determined by an international 
commission according to the uationulity 
of the inhabitants. The question of the 
annexation of tho port of Kovola is left to 
tho commission, and thus serious dilli- 
oultios ou that point are avoided. Lord 
Derby will probably receive tho treaty 
next Saturday, as a courier, for London 
will leave Tuesday. This corrospondont 
explains the new diffioulties in regard to 
the Congress. He says England demands 
a formal engagement that all the olaases 
of the treaty shall be submitted for dis- 
cussion. Bussia holds that such nn en- 
gagement is quito unnecessary as tho 
whole treaty will bo known before tho 
Congress meets, and the plenipotentiaries 
may discuss such olausaa as may be sub- 
mitted for consideration while tho dis- 
cussion turns rather on diplomatic pres- 
tige than real interests. The f««ling is 
such that some members of the oflioial 
world in St. Petersburg declare that Eng- 
land has decided on war and is simply 
caviling to gain time. 

Vienna, March 18.— A dispatch says a 
preliminary conference of ambassadora is 
being planned at Berlin to sottl* tho 
questiou of procedure at tho Congress. 

A Paris correspondent says the propos- 
ed preliminarj' conference is regarded ns 
a last effort of resistance ou tho part of 
Russia. Tho meeting of Congress though 
possibly not until tho 15th of April may 
bo confidently counted upon in ocnse- 
quonce of the energetic representations of 
Prince Bismarok, who almost entirely 
shares the views of Austria and England. 
It is doubtful whether Princo Gortacha- 
koff will bo well enough to attend tha 
Congress. 

London, March 18.— A Vienna special 
states that Priaca Bismarok and Ooant 
Andrassy consider tbat Bussia has yielded 
enough in ofiering to submit to the Con- 
gress the clauses it may designate. 

CANADA.

ToKONTO, March 18,-0'Douovan Eossa 
arrived hero this morning, and leaving 
the tram before reaching tho ntation, kept 
dark all day. Ho lectured this evoniDg 
in St Patiick's Hall to an audience of 
about one hundred and fifty. The streets 
and vicinity wore crowded by a mob 
Five conipanies Of tho Queen's Own and 
four of the 'I'enth Eoyals wore mustered 
quietly in the Drill Shed, one hundred 
yards fro^ the hall. The police guarded 
the hall. Ihp moment the gua was turned 
on in the hall the mob outside opened fire 
with stones and a perfect ajiower was 
rained in the windows until the theatre 
closed at 9;30. Not a pane. of glass was 
left. Eossa stopped several timea and one 
of the oudience proposed that they should 
charge down st.drs and out. This wan 
over-ruled ond the audience waited in the 
darkntasfor themobtodisporso. At 10:15 
Bossa stole quietly out and passed unob- 
served jnto the crowd, and the audience 
got out ic twos and threes after him. 

March 19, 2 a.m.— Shortly after mid- 
night the mob advanced up Quoon street 
and attacked Oosgrove's tayeru. The 
crowd inside answered with revolvers and 
tho rioters returned the fire. Hundreds 
of shots weree^obangsd and stones pour- 
ed into the hotel. The windows and fur- 
niture were completely demoliahod. The 
police, ninety ptropg, charged tho mob 
and vrieldcd their batons with great vigor. 
Four men were shot, one yoqng map it is 
feared fatally. In tho mean time another 
piob, a thousand strong, opened flre with 
Btoaas on the Collins' tavern further up 
Queen street, jvljero Eossa was believed 
to be. Revolvers nroro used, bat the 
police fought with laatohlef.fl pluck 
against enormous odds, clearing tho Irack. 
EosB^ was driven out of town at 11 o'clock. 
Policeman liy^rjib was struck on the 
temple witha oobblestono ^nd knocked 
senseless. All his comrades are more or 
less injured.

CARIBOO TIMBBR IiBAflEa. 

Mr. Wftlkom moveil tbnt no npplioution 
for timber lu^ises, or IDr the right to pui- 
obasQ surveyed or unaiu'V'oyoi.1 liitnl in tUo 
diatriot of Cariboo uball bo granted by 
the Qovemmtnt. 

Tho hou. mover said that the resolution 
was iatroduood to prevent the improper 
taMng ap of lands in the diatriot inentioQ- 
ed. Land in tho heart of the miaoral 
dihtriot would bo invaluable, and be pro- 
posed to introduco a bill to regnlata tha 
matter. He regretted that Messrs. Byrnes, 
Ball <t Co. had made application for any 
land in the first iustauco, because it h id 
proved to be the forerunner of many ano- 
oeeding applioations. He was glad that 
the Ohief Oommissiouor was in a positiou 
to assert that tho aijplicatious had not 
been granted; but to put the matter be- 
yond a peradveature ho movod the reao- 
lutlon in quoation-. He could not help 
thinking that tho oDioials in Cariboo had 
set a bad example by applying for lands 
whiob, if granted, would virtnally shut 
out the proaooution of mining develop- 
ments. Ho thought it wrong that any 
civil Horvant should bo allowed to use in- 
formation gained in his office for apeou- 
lative purposes. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon laid ou the table a 
return of lands applied for in Cariboo 
district and oorrooted the sonior member 
for Oariboe with reference to several of 
his assertions. He contended that the 
resolution was out of order inasmuch as 
it asked for the refusal of something that 
had already been denied by the Govern- 
ment. The motion also attempted to dic- 
tate to the Oovornment on a matter per- 
taining to revenae and on that point it 
must also be out of order The Govern- 
ment had refused to admit Cariboo dis- 
trict to tho operation of clause G2 of tho 
Ijand Act, iiotwithatauding that the Gov- 
ernment agent had stated that there was 
nothing irregular in connection with tha 
applioations for purchase of land under 
tnat clause. It was a question whether 
he, as Ohief Commissioner, had a right to 
place tne reserve on tho land; but tho 
Govornmeut had acted in tho best inter- 
ests of the public in refusing to allow it 
to be taken up at the usual rate of SI per 
acre. Inaamueh as tho Govornmeut had 
. already dealt with the malter he regarded 
the reisolution aH unueeessary. 

Mr Humphreys replied in support of 
tho resolution and moved in amendment 
that it be made applicable to all districts 
where quartz or other mines arc known 
to exist or havo been discovered. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho, whilst not objaoting 
to the spirit of tho resolution, contended 
that it was oat of order inasmaoh ^ as it 
ofifecled the revenue of tho Province and, 
on tho other hand, it instructed the Gov- 
ernment to attend to a matter that bad al- 
ready been remedied. The very first mo- 
ment tho attention of tho Government had 
been culled to tho matter steps had been 
taken to prevent the land from being 
locked up. Further, if the resolution 
were passed it would prohibit any resi- 
dent of Cariboo from obtaining even suf- 
ficient land on which to place a dwelling. 
From any standpoint th resolution was 
out of order, and ho would therefore ask 
for Mr. Speaker's ruling on the point. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said that the very in- 
stant that the people of Cariboo bad inti* 
mated that any damage would result from 
the taking up of the lands in question, 
the Government had taken decided 
steps to prevent anything detrimental to 
the mining interests. Ho was surprised 
that tho members for Cariboo, who pro- 
fessed to know so much of tho matter, 
had not come to the Government ond 
mado reprwontntions in the interests of 
their constituents, llf the resolution" 
y/ojo passed it would bo equivalent to 
paying thaf the Qove^:nm^nti intended to 
. ^o something they had no rigbt_ to do, 
■whereas every possible preoantion had 
been taken to prevent the occupation of 
lands contrary to the best interests of the 
District of Cariboo and tho Province nt 
large. "(Hear, hear.) • 

^r. Walkem contended that thp Chief 
Oonjmissioner had been remiss, and liad 
not shown duo vigilance in the matter, 
He (Mr. W,) had only boon informed by 
the last mail oLpho cqijiditiQn of afffti'rs in 
Cariboo. {Oln'and No ?)

Mr. M!>ra said the resolution was in 
retjlity a veto of censure on thia Qovern 
ment and before bo could bo oxpeoted to 
deal intelligently with it ho would have 
to read all tho correspondence in connec- 
tion with the matter. The House had 
been told that a grout daugor had been 
averted; then by all means let the House 
know by whom. It tho opposition at- 
tempted to' force tho resoliitlon on' the 
House without every available informo- 
tion being lirsfc obtained he would be com- 
pelled to vote agaiiist it. 
.! y;H(>n,,Mr. Vernon ridioaled the argu- 
*^'''^ meM of the opposition and showed that 
l"otUe;^,'woiiild'UftTe; him violate , the law as 



laid down by the Land Act of 1875. The 
land in question had been reserved pend - 
ing the introdaotion of a bill to amend 
tho existing law which might meet the 
emergency. If the Government were to 
blamo in tho matter thoy were quito ready 
to receive a vote of censure, and on the 
other hand if tho members for Cariboo 
were entitled to credit for averting the 
danger let thorn bo awarded that credit. 
He hoped, however, tho question would 
bo dealt with ou its merits, and that hou. 
members would not undortako to cast 
their votes without having first perused 
the correspondence bearing on the mat- 
ter. It was onlyproijer therefore that the 
resolntion should be postponed; but if an 
attempt were made to force it on tho 
Housohe hoped hon. members -would 
vote it down. (Cheers.) 

Mr. Beaveu said tho more entertaining 
of an application did not give any title to 
land; put he believed if the people of 
Cariboo had not protested the Chief Com- 
missioner would havo ordered the survey 
of the lands applied for and havo event- 
ually granted them. Tho right of resorro 
had, however, been exorcised; but still ho 
contended it was originally the intention 
of the govornment to have sold the land 
to speculators. Everything the Chief 
Commissioner had done up to tho present 
time was in acoordnnco with tho Jaw; but 
ho was not sure as to the future intentions 
of the government. 

Hon. Mr. Voruou — I havo already in- 
formed the House that no title has been 
granted for any timber hind referred to in 
Cariboo and it is not the intention of the 
government to dispose of any of the 
timber lands there. (Hear, hoar.) 

Mr. Beaven thou moved in amendment 
that no timbir leases shall be issued, and 
no lands soldundor clause 62, Land Act, 
1875, in that portion of Cariboo District 
north of Qoesnel. 

Ou the motion being put, tho House 
agreed that Mr. Beaven's amendment 
should bo substituted for that of Mr. 
Humphreys. 

Mr. Walkom said that this was not an 
attempt in aay way to pass a vote of cen- 
sure on the Government, and was never 
intended as snch. It was n question 
whioh had been brought up from year to 
year, and he was also glad that Mr. 
Speaker had decided that the question 
was in order, 

Mr. Mara explained that what he said 
was that from tne turn tho debate had 
taken it would load any one to suppose 
that it was intended as a vote of oonsare 
epecially as members had then stated that 
the Government were not compotont to 
doAl with the question. The Opposition 
had now altered tho ca»a by amending 
tho resolution, and ihui huu been done 
through tho arguments pnt forward by 
snpporters of the Government. The reso- 
lution is now one that all members of the 
House can vote for. 

Mr. Evans objected to allowing land 
grabbers to obtain possession of tho 
lands. 

Mr, Smith said he had never in his life 
heard of or seen such waste of time. It 
was a disgrace to a Legislative Assembly. 
Ho said he had seen a caricature of an 
eminent statesman in England, who was 
representod as twisting the tail of the Bri- 
tish lion to get a roar ont of it. So it was 
with the Opposition. Thoy are attompt- 
iogby every means in thoir power lo turn 
the Government out. Ho said ho really 
hoped that the business of the House 
woald be proceeded with: but if it was to 
be a ease of freeze-out, the sapporters of 
the Govornment were qtiito ablo to try 
the aamo game. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said be perfectly 
agreed with the leader of tho Opposition, 
that tho present resolution was not a vote 
of oensnra, as it was only telling the Gov- 
ernment to do what the^ had done weeks 
ago. The Ohief Commissioner had been 
attacked as incapable, whereas anyone 
reading tho correspondence would at once 
acknowledge that he had exorcised groat 
caution in dealing with this matter. Ho 
hud referred the applications to the Gov- 
ornmeut agent for information before get- 
ting the land surveyed, iod had then in- 
troduced a memorandum to tho Counoil 
which resulted in an Order in Council 
being passed to do what this resolution 
wants tho Government to do. Tho Gov- 
ernmont have not the slightest objection 
to the amendment, as it is simply endors- 
ing their action. 

Mr. Fisher did not see why as this 
amendment was really endorsing the ac 
tion of tho Government the debate 
should go on. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon moved as an addition 
to the amendment:. "Unless such land 
shall in tho opinion of the Assistant Ohief 
Commissioner of Lauds & Works be re- 
quired for agricultural purposes," as he 
considered that it w.onld only be fair for 
tho teamsters and others that portions of 
land absolutely required 4^r agricultural 
purposes should bo ollowed to bo taken 
up, especially as he knew several who in- 
tended applying for grants of agrionltoral 
land. 

. Mr. Evans perfectly agreed with the ad- 
dition and recommended Mr. Beavun to 

adopt it. 

Mr. Walkom agreed with tho addition 
proposed. The hoa. gentleman then pro- 
ceeded to state that the papers laid before 
the House were nearly all written by the 
same person, and the different signatures 
were in one and tho same bimdwriting, 
and he woiild certainly ask that they bo 
printed. He said he strongly objected to 
ofBcers of the crown being allowed to 
speculate in lai|d, ospeoially within the 
district where they are employed. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said the Government 
had no power over the Gold Commissioner 
of Oariboo, as he was a Dominion oflScor, 
and he thought his iiame should not 
therefore have bpen introduced. As for 
the amendment ho saw no objection to it. 

Mr. Hupiphreys then proceeded to 
attack the Govornment as incapi^blo, and 
also for allowing Goyornmont agents to 
take up or Q^akp application for valuable 
Government lands. Snch a thing was 
never beard of before and it was the duty 
of tho House to instruct the Government 
to reprimand and oven discharge those 
of&oials who had eo oiTendod. 
Tho House adjourned till 7:30.

Mr. Beaven, on Thursday next, to move 
that whereas clause 27 of the Public 
Works Act, 1872, provides that it shall be 
tha duty of tho Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works to invito tenders by 
public advertiaomout, or when such a 
course is impraotioablo, then by public 
notice, for the oonstruction and repair of 
all public works, except in case of press-

EVENING SESSION. 

NANAlMO STniKK. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott laid before tho Houso 
papers in eonnootiou with tho strike at 
Nnnaimo and tho dispsitch of tho militia 
to that place; also, pajiora relative to tho 
steamer Sir James Douglas and tho sup- 
pression of the illicit Indian whiskey 
traffic. 

MINISTEH 0¥ MINES. 

In reply to Mi\ Ben von tho Hon. Mr. 
Elliott fltated that ho occupied tho office 
of Minister of Mines vice Mr. A. E. B. Da- 
vie, and if a notice to that efl'eet had not 
appeared in the Government Gazette the 
omission was simply accidoutaL An Or- 
der in Oounoll had boon passed ro- 
appointing him (Mr. Elliott) to that of- 
fice. 

TIMllER LEASES, 

Mr. Humphreys continued to speak in 
support of the resolution introduced by 
Mr. Walkem to restrain tho Government 
from granting timber leases, etc., in Oari- 
boo District. Tho hon. member at groat 
length accused Government officials in 
Cariboo District of irregularities, particu- 
larly Mr. Sheriff Uyrnes, who, the hon.- 
gentleman asseitod, bud used information 
gained in his official capacity to enable 
either himself or his friends to acquire 
lands or apply for them. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott assnred Mr. Hum- 
phreys that Mr. Byrnes, Sheriff of Cari- 
boo, had no more to do with applications 
for laud in that District than ho (Mr. H.) 
himself had. 

Mr. Humphreys spoke for upwards of 
an hour charging tho Chief Commissioner 
with incapacity aud members of the Gov- 
ernment generally with malfeasance. He 
accused the Chief Commissioner of mak- 
ing a trip to tho mainland ostensibly in 
the public interests but in reality to ao 
quiro mining property in Cariboo. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon rose to a question of 
Older. He protested against any hon. 
member throwingiout any such insinua- 
tions. 

Mr. Humphreys resumed and reiterated 
his as.iortion. 

Mr. Mara rose to a point of order. He 
thought tho insinuations were quite out 
of place and should have at once been 
stopped by Mr, Speaker. 

Mr. Hnmpbreys said be was adopting 
the same course as that pursued by the 
member for Yalo in connection with the 
Toxhada scaiuUl. That gentleman had 
then villiflod and attacked — 

Mr. Mara — I again rise to a point of 
order, and am prepared to leave it to tho 
gentleman who now loads the Opposition 
if ever I villified any hon. member. 
(Hoar, hear.) 

Mr. Walkem said Mr. Humphreys was 
somewhat wrong, and ho (Mr, W.) must 
confess that ho had never been villiflod by 
Mr. Mara. 

Mr. Mara stated that from tha begin- 
ning he was opposed to having a Royal 
Oommission to investigate the Taxhnda 
scandal, and had advised the gentleman 
who introduced the resolution at the time 
to withdraw it and drop tho matter. Ho 
wished to make thia statement in order to 
set himself right onco for all, (Hoar, 
hoar.) 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said ho had great 
pleasure in afiSrming the statement made 
by the hon. member for Tale, who had 
informed him at the time that he disap- 
proved if what was known as the Texhada 
investigation. 

Mr. Humphreys regretted if tho term 
"villify" had hurt tho feelings of tho hon 
member for Yale, as it bad only been 
osed in a poUtioal sense. (Ohl) 

Mr. Ash followed in support of the re- 
solution, and proposed to add an amend- 
ment to Mr. Beaven's amendment to the 
effect that in no case shall a Government 
employoj bo permitted to purchuso Gov- 
ernment land in the District of Cariboo. 

Tho amendment was secoudad by Mr, 
W. Brown. 

Mr. Fishor sold a more unfair, sweep- 
ing, and unjust resolution had never been 
introduced, and ho hoped the Houso 
would not condescend oven to debate it. 
He would suggest a further amendment, 
that no medical man be allowed to pur- 
chase any land whatever. (Loud laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Gordon said he had been asked to 
admit that members of the Government 
were corrupt; but he was by no means 
prepared to make any suoh admission. 
With reference to tho amendment movod 
by Mr. Beaven, that hon. gentleman, in 
spite of his inordinate grood for 
office, little thought that when moving 
his resolution ho was in reality 
asking tho Houso to pass a vote of oon- 
fidenco in tho Government and tho Chief 
Commissioner especially. The resolution 
asked liim to continua what b« had so wall 
begun. (Hear, bear.) Eoferring ^o tho 
mombor for Comox, who had just moved 
a most uiifair. rosohition, he would ask 
that hon. gentleman if he thought Deep 
Bay was forgotten? Was it forgotten how 
ho grabbed a parcel of land from a poor 
fisherman? It might be by some; but not 
by him (Mr. G.) It was trus ho believed 
that the member for Oomox hud given a 
very small compensation for tho property 
and tho poor fishormau had accepted it not 
with any idea thai ho was receiving jus- 
tice, but becauao he had a fear of power 
and law suits. (Hear, hear and loud ap- 
plauso.) He (Mr. Gordon) was astonished 
that Mr. Beaven, -notwithsttendiog bis wist- 
ful eye for the Ohief Oommissioner's seat, 
had regoued ^ the: Opposition froi^'- an 



absurd predicament by moving the am- 
endment whioh he (Mr. G.) would sup- 
port. 

Mr. Ash- denied the allegation made by 
Mr. Gordon with reference to the Di-op 
Bay property. Ho was not a member of 
tho Government when bo acquired the 
land and ho Iwid not como by it in any im- 
proper manner. He attributed Mr. Gor- 
don's antagonism to a feeling springtug 
from an old cleetion matter. {Laughter 
and no.) 

Mr. Gordon said election matters had 
nothing whatever to do -with Mr. Ash'i 
acquisition of property at Deep Bay. That 
was a grievance amongst settlers ou tho 
coast who had complained personally to 
him (Mr. G.) and if ho mistook not tho 
pre-emption record of the property was 
dated in Mr.Ash's name in November, '73, 
at which time ho was a mombor of tho 
Houso, at least. As for oloetioua he cou- 
touded that once thoy were over no feel- 
ing of bitterness should be allowed to ex- 
ist. Tha people hud a perfect right to 
exorcise their privileges and ho was al- 
ways prepared to bow to thoir decision, 
(Choers.) 

Mr. Ash's amondmont was opposed ou 
all sides, and the amendment movod by 
Mr, Beaven then passed unanimously. 

(lONSTITDTION AMENUUEMT BIIiIi. 

Debate on this bill was resumed in com- 
mittee, 

Mr. Mara witlidrow his motion to lay 
over clause 1. 

Mr. Fisher said that as such was tho 
case, and as it appeared the desire of the 
House that Nanuimo should havo another 
member, ho thought it would be well co 
reduce tho number of districts to 22 in- 
stead of 23, and then take away tho 
Islands member for Oowiohan District. 

Hou. Mr. Elliott said that as the 
amendment to lay over thia clause had 
been withdrawn it was proposed to let the 
clause stand as it (vas. 

Mr. Armstrong moved that instead of 
tho number of members being 33 that 
thoy ho increased to 3i. 

Mr. Walkem followed with a long, abu- 
sive aud rambling speech on the bill, in 
which he attacked Government members 
bitterly. His chief plea was tho maiu- 
tenance of the sessional allowance at §100. 

Mr, Morrison stiitod in reply to a re- 
mark of Mr. Walkom's that ho had been 
afraid to call a public meeting that 
ot the meetings held at Lillooet tho Gov- 
ernment's policy was always upheld. Two 
years ago ho had telegraphed to Clinton 
telling them that he would bo there by 
suoh a day and asking them to call a moot- 
ing, but thoy did not do so, because thoy 
considered that it was his colleague's 
place (he being senior member) to call a 
mooting. Ho was most willing to attend 
any meeting. 

Mr. W. Brown said his col- 
league had told him that thoy might call 
as many meetings as thoy liked, and ho 
might or might not be present— it would 
depend on circumstances. 

After speaking for over two hours Mr. 
Walkom asked tho mover of the 
amendment to either withdraw the motion 
or make it more absurd by increasing the 
number, say ta 80. His district, Oariboo, 
did not wont four members. 

Mr. Boaven objected to tho increaso of 
mombers, and the committee roso and the 
House adjourned till 2 o'clock on Wed- 
nesday. 

Brutal Harder of a Victorian in New 
Mexico. 



Mr. J. H. Turner has received a letter 
from a resident of the town of Lineoln, 

No IV Mexico, which announces tho brutal 
murder near that place of J, H. Tuustall, 
lata of this city. Tho writer says that on 
the 18th of February last, whilst ho was 
riding with Tunstall and throe others at 
a point 15 miles ftrom Lincoln, thoy wore 
sot upon by a gang of 18 desperadoes, 
who killed Tnnstallatonce, and were only 
prevented from killing his friends by 
thoir sturdy rosietance. Tho gang are 
known as tho Now Mexico Eing. I'lieir 
leader is the sheriff of the county in 
whioh the mnrdor took place and deolines 
to arrest the perpetrators. Tho murdered 
young man will be remembered by many 
of our citizens, to whom he was favorably 
known for some years. Mr. Tunstall, of 
tha firm of Turner, Booton & Tunstall, 
was his father. Tho deceased had ex- 
pended £3,000 in tho purchnsa of a stock 
' goods, and. had established himself at 
Lincoln. Tho object of the assassination 
was plunder, and as Mr. TunstaU was a 
British subject, slops havo been taken by 
Mr. Turner to bring tho murder to tho 
attention of Mr. Thornton, the British 
Minister at Washington.

Also, 
stead of going away and leaving tho ship 
as reported, tho Alexander staid by the 
ship off aud ou till G o'clock next morn 
ing -when tho St. Lawrence floated off and 
was taken in tow by the steamer and safe- 
ly beached in Otter Bay, Tho steamer 
I Alosander then took tho captain at his re 
quest to Victoria to procure further aid.
